A SOCIAL evening was spent by the mem- 
bers and friends of the Christian Endeavor 
society of the Presbyterian church at J. A.

A BARGE of stone from the quarry about 
sixty miles up the river, arrived yesterday 
and is being hewed out to-day for the front 
of the new Jacyues Cartier bank. This 
stone is a grey sandstone, works freely, 
is of good quality and nice appearance, al- 
most exactly similar to the Calgary sand- 
stone. 

Dr. MeIsnts and Frank Hardisty return- 
ed from their shooting trip to Island lake 
last night after an absence of two weeks, 
one of which was spent in returning from 
Beaver Lake here. In the two days shoot- 
ing they had there, they shot four swans 
weighing about I%lbs. each, twenty-tive 
wavys, sixty ducks and eighty-five chickens. 
They saw no geese. 

Wx. SrerHeN, who has been mining on 
the Saskatchewan, about twenty-five miles 
below Victoria, returned to town this morn- 
ing witha small pouchful of gold amalgam 
worth about $126, the result of about two 
weeks washing, himself and bey. Mr. Ste- 
phen has been mining since last May, and 
was only stopped for two weeks in June by 
high water. During this time he has made 
from $2 50 to $3 per day, he and his boy 
averaging a little over $5. The season is 
not yet closed; but on account of high water 
many of the miners are leaving the bars. 
Some purpose staying all fall and wintering 
at St. Paul mission. In winter they will 
wheel out earth from the banks on to the ice, 
and in the early spring, before the river 
breaks up, will, by meaus of a hole in the 
ice, resume operations on warm days. 

THE amount of gold amalgam purchased 
from miners by the Edmonton branch of 
the Imperial bank, has so far amounted 
to $11,200 for the present season. This is 
about $500 more than was purchased in the 
same time last year. This does not rep- 
resent the amount of gold mined in the Sas- 
katchewan at this point as much of it finds 
its way to market through other channels 
than the bank. The season has not yet 
closed and miners at distant points will yet 
have a few hundred dollars worth to dispose 
of. Considering that the river was higher 
this year than last and the season conse- 
quently shorter, it is difficult to account for 
the increase unless it is that more men have 
engaged in mining or that more gold was 
sent away to be sold in former years. 

Scunpay last was a red letter day for the 

varish ot St. Joachim’s, Edmonton. His 
Lordship, Bishop V. Grandin was there on 
a special visit, the occasion being the bless- 
ing of the bell that His Lordship has so 
liberally given to the congregation. At3 
o'clock p. m., the provisory church was 
crowded by the parishioners to witness the 
ceremony.

, TRIP DOWN THE SASKATCHEWAN. 
fhe following is the composition which 
first prize at the recent Edmonton 
yition. It as by Ralph Bellamy, aged 
i years 
i» July our party of four, consisting of 
ss, &, Mr. M., Mr. C., and myself deter- 
seed to spend our holidays in the Rocky 
tains, where we thought we could 
ave moch pleasure, and make some dis- 
ems, So we took the train at Toronto 
oj went first to Banff, and after staying 
ere a Short time, set out on our journey 
» th plenty of provisions and two Indian 
des. Thus we proceeded, admiring 
*-epything we saw, and we often felt how 
«gnificant we seemed to the mountains, 
which reared their majestic forms on either 
sy the time it was necessary to think 
-{ returning we found ourselves up as far as 
“iount Hooker, a noble peak, about 16,000 
high. Accordingly one night we sat 
wn, and discussed upon the best route by 
: to go home, without retracing our 
eons. Suddenly Mr. M., who was of a 
somewhat romantic nature, exclaimed, ‘‘Let 
go down the Saskatchewan.” This was 
yanimously agreed upon, and after hunt- 
cxploring and generally enjoying the 
sonery, we started. Of course we could 
put canoes on the river immediately, 
count of its smallness and even though 
jad been large enough the numerous falls 
— would have proved too serious an 
ce. We kept along its banks, which 
overed with great forests of large fir 
| other species of trees. At short inter- 
» the main stream was joined by other 
omall streamlets; and after about two 
weeks (for our travelling through the forest 
was necessarily slow) we came toa place 
the river was sufficiently large to 
ta canoe, and as birch trees were num- 
s, we camped and employed our guides 
making two canoes, after which we dis- 
vved them and embarked. 
Many animals were seen by us the prin- 
pal being the grizzely bear, and when we 
ied for meals and at nights several 
alo tracks were visible. We shot one 
ley, whose meat was very acceptable, 
his skin was also useful. Our larder 
was sometames replenished by fish of which 
ere are many varieties in this river, the 
palatable being the salmon trout. 
how we were coming into a more open 
ry, where the fir trees were not so 
plentiful, and the poplar took its place. 
iiitherte we had beautiful weather, but one 
yht « terrible thunderstorm came on ac- 
npanied by great sheets of rain. Some 
{the romance was taken out of Mr. M., by 
\horough wetting, and the ardour for Me 
vture in all of us was somewhat dampen- 
ol. Neither was it improved for two more 
ye forthe rain still came down though 
vot wo heavily. We deemed it prudent to 
remain in camp; but set out on the third 
lay and at length reached Edmonton, the 
vef settlement on the North Saskatche- 
wan. Here we stopped for supplies and to 
sor the town, 


ea 


idmonton is beautifully situated on the 
north side of the noble Saskatchewan, in 
the midst of a very productive country, 
where all kinds of grain and vegetables are 
cultivated with great success. The town is 
also favored by having extensive coal de- 
posits, and coal mining is one of the chief 
industries. The population of this thriving 
town is about 1600, it has several fine build- 
ings, and a few important industries. On 
the other side of the river and just opposite 
is South Edmonton a much smaller town 
and the two places are connected by three 
ferries. Taking everything into account, 
:imonton has bright prospects, which it is 
‘be hoped will be realized in the near 
future 
ut we must go on. We went down the 
river very rapidly for the current was swift, 
od soon passed Clover Bar, at which place 
another _ crosses the stream, and came 
to Fort Saskatchewan where we stayed for 
. ipogne a. 
This town is about twenty miles from Ed- 
monton and like it, has a good farming 
country all round. Although small it is 
rapidly growing and boasts the headquarters 
{ the N.W.M. P. In the evening we 
proceeded and camped that night wiere 
‘he Stangeon joins the Saskatchewan. Next 
morning we were up early and drifted lei- 
surely down and as night came on again, 
vmped. We had sometimes been bothered 
mosquitoes but this night was particul 
ary bad, and we did not enjoy the least bit 
sleep. About noon the next day we ar 
4 at Vietoria, a Hudson's Bay post, and 
pecting te see no other white settlement 
Hattleford was reached we remained 
royght. The land in this vicinity is un 
‘tong but well adapted to agriculture.

‘ered being at least three miles long. 
* We procured larger boats, and on lay-

passed safely, being only drenched by 
the spray. The Hadson’s Bay steamers as- 
cend the rapids by means of a capstan, at- 
tached by a cable to trees along the bank; 
and it takes the steamer four days to go 
from the confluence of the north and south 
branches of the Saskatchewan to Prince Al- 
bert, a distance of about twenty-five miles. 


Passing the confluence of the two branches 
which unite to form a very large stream, 
and the current being very swift, we made 
rapid progress, and in the evening landed at 
Fort a’ la Corne, a Hudson’s Bay post, sur- 
rounded by forests. 


We set out again next morning hoping to 
reach Grand Rapids in five days. It is a 
noticeable fact, while going along, that from 
the confluence of the branches the banks be- 
come lower and the river widens. At 
noon we dined on one of the numerous 
islands, and while eating, our guide said we 
would findmuch dificulty at this point indis- 
covering a dry place on which to camp, at 
least in the coming night. His prediction 
was verified, but toa greater extent than 
he expected. We reached a partially sub- 
merged island in the evening, but not being 
able to find adry spot, moved our boats 
and slept in them. In the morning we arose 
to stretch our cramped limbs and to eat a 
cold “breakfast after which we proceeded. 
On running the Tobin rapids, we noticed a 
hill and as it was about noon we landed to 
stretch ourselves again and to have a warm 
meal. It was well we did so; for coming 
to a place where the river divided our guide 
carelessly took the wrong branch, and even 
after he had discovered his mistake he kept 
on thinking he would find the main channel 
all right. But he was a reckless fellow, and 
after making many futile efforts to regain 
our right course he was as completely lost 
as ourselves. 


We stopped and consulted what to do. 
The guide climbed a tall tree; and on coming 
down informed us that he had discovered a 
land-mark which would lead us into the 
right way again. Accordingly we rowed in 
the direction he pointed out but we search- 
ed in vain and it now being late we looked 
for a place tocamp. About half a mile off 
we saw what appeared to bea dry island, 
but we were utterly disgusted when we 
found a mass of floating timber and acquatic 
plants. However, we moored our boats 
there and spent the night. Ifthe mosquit- 
oes had been bad betore they were now un- 
bearable, and the night was spent in fight- 
ing the blood-thirsty insects and in cursing 
the guide. 

The next morning we quitted this place 
as early as possible and much against our 
muddled guide's protest rowed up stream. 
This was hard work and another miserable 
night was spent, but about noon on the 
morrow we joyfully beheld the point where 
we had gone wrong. Again we were forced 
to partake of a cold meal after which we 
proceeded in somewhat better spirits. To- 
wards evening we noticed a dry looking 
place, and great was our joy, when we 
found we were not deceived. Here we spent 
the most comfortable night for a long time, 
and next day, our guide being rendered 
careful by past experience, he brought us 
safely to Pas Mission a Hudson’s Bay fort, 
and on the evening of the following day we 
reached an Indian village. This village is 
located at the upper Cedar Lake. Down 
the left shore of this lake we coasted and 
on turning a point entered the bed of the 
river, and the evening tound us at Grand 
Rapids ; after runuing many rapids, the 
most dangerous of which was the Demi- 
charge. At Grand Rapids we rested for a 
week. At the end of this period we walked 
along the tramway beside the rapids till we 
came to a wharf, and embarked on a steam- 
er by which we reached Lake Winnipeg, 
having completed a dangerous journey of 
about 1500 miles. After enjoying the com- 
forts of the steamer for a few days, we often 
thought that in our little open boats we 
had more of a pleasant exertion than of 
a pleasant excursion ; and each one took to 
himself the saying of Touch in ‘*‘ As you 
like it,”
